Going into the la't half of the 
session of the General Assembly 
iii is certain to be the most con­ 
troversial in many years.

I have received a number of 
letters from Saline county in re­ 
gard to the increase in the state 
sales tax 
Because of the need of 
more reevnue for schools it is a 
most difficult decision to make 
for most legislators, whether or 
not to support the measure. It is 
also certain that some action must 
be taken to provide more revenue 
for the schools. 
On my side of 
tho isle there arc two groups. One 
group believes the sales tax i.> the 
answer. 
The other group thinks 
•by parsing a IS E tax. extending 
the present sales tax to cover up 
loopholes, cut state expense and 
with the passage of a revenue ar­ 
ticle enough money can be raised 
to take care of the schools 
There 
are many who believe a sales tax 
put more burden on the person 
who ij les's able to pay. 
Also, 
along the border of the state hun­ 
dreds of Illinois citizens will go 
to other states and save the sales 
tax. 
It is expected the tax in­ 
crease will pass with border line 
legislators voting against the pro­ 
posal. 
II. B. 98 provides that no per­ 
son shall be refused employment 
because of age. and no handicap­ 
ped person shall be refused em ­ 
ployment because of the handicap, 
providing they are physically able 
to perform the work for which 
hired. This bill has been introduced 
and is now in the Committee on 
Industry and Labor Relations. 
As predicted last fall a bill will 
be thrown in the hopper that will 
make the Chicago Branch of the 
University of Illinois a permanent 
branch. 
With the passage of the 
bill it seems more money must 


be spent there. 
There will only 
be so mush money for higher edu­ 
cation and with this extra appro­ 
priation. 
it is the opinion that 
funds must be taken from other 
colleges and our Southern univer­ 
sity at Carbondale. 
The Korean War bonus has clear­ 
ed the Veterans committee, but 
some amendments are expected in 
the House after a careful study 
by the sponsors. 
The people of 
Illinois will vote on the bonus next 
fall if it is cleared through the 
General Assembly. It will be paid 
for by taxes on race tracks and 
liquor. 
It is patterned after the 
War II bonus. 
Reapportionment is still the num­ 
ber one problem in the General 
Assembly. 
Many legislators who 
supported the measure last fall, 
now see the mistake that has been 
made. 
Time is proving that Sen 
Jones. Reps. Verhines. Powell and 
Kerr along with the people of the 
51st district were right in oppos­ 
ing the passage of the amendment 
It is almost now certain we will 
keep the present district plus Har­ 
din, Gallatin, and Williamson coun­ 
ties. 
The Judicial Amendment will be 
up in the Executive committee this 
week, where it will have strong 
opposition 
At present the amend­ 
ment provides for the selection of 
judges by certain groups. 
Unless 
the Bar association agrees to an 
amendment, 
providing 
that the 
judges shall run for election the 
same as other public officials, it 
seems sure of defeat. 
! 
The General Assembly is run 
ning far behind the session of two 
years ago. 
Very little major leg 
islation has been passed, and it 
seems to the writer that both par 
ties are not united on certain leg 
islation. 
Next year being an elec 
tion year most legislators will be 
more concerned with the opinions 
of the people in their district,

M ONTEREY, Calif. CR) — A 
oast Guard cutter plucked the 
ive man crew of the raft Lehi 
rom their floundering craft in pre- 
lawn darkness early today. 
“ All 
passengers 
rescued 
from

Lehi II, including Skipper 
Taker.’’ the rescue craft “Active” 
reported by radio. 
The rescue occurred 44 miles off 
he California coast in stormy seas. 
One of the rail s crewmen was 
reported “ so weak from hunger he 
could hardly move.” 
None of tile raft s occupants had 
aten since they set out from San 
Francisco Friday with plans to 
’rift across 2500 miles of open 
jcean to the Hawaiian Islands. 
When they were pulled aboard 
•he Coast Guard rescue vessel they 
.vcre wet, cold. hungry and weak. 
Raft Left To Flounder 
The raft was left to flounder in 
the heavy swells of the Pacific 
Ocean. 
The Coast Guard rescue ship 
reached the battered raft early to- 
iay. 
It reported on arrival at the 
-cene that a raft would have to be 
launched to save Dovere Baker, the 
39-year-old captain of the Lehi, and 
i his four crewmen. 
The \ctive sped to the scene in 
answer to a distress call from the 
raft Sunday night. 
A Coast Guard 
patrol vessel and a search plane 
also went to the Lehi’s aid. 
Once the men were aboard, the 
Active was expected to bring them 
to Monterey. 
Besides 
Baker, 
the

were: 
Leonard J. Hall, 33, Tacoma, 
Wash., William H. Souza, 33, Hay­ 
ward, Calif , George B. Harris, 27. 
and Crawford Hartley, 19, Oak­ 


land, Calif. 
Lehi I Ran Afoul 
Another and smaller raft, the 
Lehi I. ran afoul of coastal cur­ 
rents last Ju ly and was finally 
abandoned 
near Santa Barbara, 
Calif. At last report, the raft was 
drifing somewhere off the coast of 
South America. Salvagers removed 
its equipment when the raft was 
off the coast of Mexico. 
Both voyages were to have been 
shakedown cruises for a more am­ 
bitious project. 
Baker, an elder 
in the Church of Jesus Christ of 
Latter-Day Saints, wanted to sail 
the raft from the Orient to Central 
America. 
He was hoping to prove a pas­ 
sage in the Book of Mormon that 
a Jewish priest named Lehi floated 
from the Persian Gulf to Guate­ 
mala, w'here he founded the Mayan 
civilization.

Faith in Vaccine 
Unshaken After 
Second Death

A second child died of infantile 
paralysis after receiving a shot of 
Salk 
vaccine^ 
but public confi­ 
dence 
in the revolutionary 
polio 
killer 
appeared 
to be unshaken 
today. 
Mass inoculations of ftr>t and 
second graders across the nation 
continued even though 35 young­ 
sters have come 
down with polio 
after receiving shots. 
In Washington, meanwhile, the 
President's National Polio Advis­ 
ory Committee held its first m eet­ 
ing to draft quotas and priorities 
for 
distribution 
of 
Hie precious 
vaccine. 
The latest Salk-inoculated child 
to die was 7-year-old Janet Lee 
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Kincaid of Moscow, Idaho. 
Janet 
Lee 
received a shot 
oh 
April 18 or 19 and was rushed 
to 
St. 
Luke’s 
Hospital at Spokane, 
Wash., after she becam e ill. 
Only 
Saturday she was reported in good I 
condition with “slight” paralysis in 
one shoulder. 
But she did Sunday. 
Two Idaho Deaths 
The other polio fatality was also 
an 
Idaho child. 
She 
was Susan 
Pierce, 7, of Pocatello, who died 
last week. 
Both of the children had received 
shots of vaccine prepared by the 
Cutter Laboratories of Berkeley, 
Calif. 
Practically 
all 
of 
the 35 
polio-stricken children were among 
500,000 inoculated with Cutter vac­ 
cine 
and 
a tem porary 
ban has 
been imposed on the lab's product. 


Seventeen of the afflicted young­ 
sters are in California, where the 
Cutter vaccine was most widely 
used, but Idaho appeared to be get­ 
ting the most serious cases.
